the ordinary man would seem more 
hopelessly impossible thau this. 

Yet science has solved the problem. 

It it proposed to telephone nlong the 
rayB of a shaft of light. 

It hat not only been proposed, it has 
Ureaily been done, though not yet 
:hrcugh interplanetary distance?. 

But if light can carry sound for a single 
nile it can carry it to the emit of the 
inivcrse, and this perhaps is really more 
wonderful than the fact that through 
light, by means of the spectroscope, we 
can analyze the remotest star and say 
with certainty that it contains iron and 
sodium and other well known metals. 

Photophone is a more exact name for 
an instrument which carries words on the 
wings of light, and so it has been chris- 
tened by its inventor, Prof. Alexander 
Graham Bell, who, it is reported, is now 
busily engaged in perfecting It. 

Prof. Bell's mode of procedure it as 
follows: 

Taking as hit source of light a pencil 
' sunlight admitted through a small 
aperture, or an arc lamp, the rays of 
which were rendered parallel by being 
passed through a suitable lens, he reflected 
these rays to the point where the message 
wat to be received by means nf a thin 
diaphragm of mica, which, being silvered, 
rved as a mirror.

THREE BOMBS 

Exploded in Three Different 
Points in Constantinople. 



The City Almost In a Panic Over the 
News or the Explosions. 



Constantixoplr. Aug. 10.— The city 
wa* almost in a panic Wednesday night 
over the uews of bomb explosions at- 
tempted or accomplished Wednesday 
afternoon at three different points. 
The explosions are attributed to the 
Armenians. At 8 o'clock a bomb was 
throwD just outside the police heatl- 
quorters in the Para district. It failed 
to explode. Almost at the same mo- 
ment an Armenian, whose name it is 
believed 1b Oaravbet, was arrested at 
the Imperial Ottoman bank, in the 
Oalata district. Ho was carrying a 
package of explosives which he was 
trying to ignite. 

A second bomb was exploded in a pri- 
vate rood between the vizierate (offices 
of the grand vizier) and the state c 
cil house. One man wos killed and 
several others were severely Injured. 
The explosion shattered windows In 
the vicinity and did other slight dam- 
age. 

The police have made a number o1 
arrests. Beportsof the outrages spread 
quickly through the city and caused 
the greatest excitement. The polii 
and the guards at the sultan's palo. 
were taking extraordinary precautiol 
Wednesday night, which have givt 
color to a rumor that the bomb-thro> 
ing is a part of a widespread plot. 

The most abject terror prevails in 
the precincts of the palace. In n 
parts of the city, particularly in the 
vicinity of the police headquarters 
and state council house, all the 
shops were closed, ond it was nec- 
essary to call out the entire police 
force and the military before any- 
thing like calm was restored. The 
Armenian who was arrested at the 
Imperial Ottoman bank was trying, it 
is reported, to place the bundle of 
plosives near one of the main 
trances.
